London Government Board Object* to 
Offending Dust Heap. 
London.—An outbreak 
of enteritis 
occurred last summer among the chil­ 
dren in the Southwark infirmary, and 
nine died. The epidemic w as definitely 
traced to the presence near the infirm­ 
ary of tile Camberwell borough coun­ 
cil’s dum p for dust and rubbish, which 
is now taken to a railway siding at 
East Dulwich railway station, close to 
the infirmary.

again called upon the Camberwell bor­ 
ough council lo make other arrange 
m en ts'for the removal of i t s dust and 
rubbish. 
Dr. Bruce, the medical superintend­ 
ent, declared that the cause of the out­ 
break was to lie found in the dust sid­ 
ing. 
During lint weather, lie said, tile 
Institution swarmed with flies, and the 
children’s wards were unbearable.
